Campfire permits can be secured 
from Forest Officers, State Game 
Wardens, State Fire Wardens in the 
vicinity of the Forest, and from the 


offices of the California Automobile | 


Associations and other designated 
agents. 

Recreationists should read the! 
signs posted by the Forest Service, 
since they are posted for the infor- 
mation of the public to guide them 
in the observance of the fire pro-

SAN FRANCISCO, (W) — Work 
was at a standstill in 65 northern 
and central California canneries to- 
day after the California Processors 
.& Growers, Inc., rejected a com- 


promise wage offer by striking AFL 


cannery workers, and charged union 
leaders with “pressure bargaining” 
methods. 

More than 8,000 workers in 15 
canneries had been called out on 
strike and pickets were placed 
around 50 other canneries not yet 
‘in operation in the 10 counties in- 
volved. At the peak of the season, 
from mid-June until August, more 
than 60,000 workers are employed 
in the canneries. 

J. Paul St. Sure, spokesman for 
‘the processors and growers, an- 
‘nounced rejection of the new ten- 
der from the National Council of 
'Cannery Workers. He said they had 
lowered their wage demands from 
331-3 per cent to 20 per cent in

L. R. Enzler, chairman of the Ag- 
ricultural Conservation Committee 
|for this county, announced today 
owners or operators of 246 work- 
|Sheet farms have signed farm plans 
indicating their intention to parti- 
cipate in the 1941 Agricultural Con- 
| servation Program. The signup per- 
,iod ended May 1. 

The farms covered by signed farm 
|plans represent 47 per cent of an 
|estimated total of 526 work sheet 
‘farms in the county, Enzler said. 
In 1940, 295 farms were signed on 
the AAA program. This was the re- 
sult of an intensive farm to farm 
_canvas. This year the signup is com- 
‘posed mostly of those operators who 
are vitally interestéd in the pro- 
gram and will carry their farm 
|plans to completion, so the final 
|results should equal the 1940 com- 
pliance. 

| May 1 also marked the deadline 
for ranchers to sign up to partici- 
pate in the 1941 range conservation 
program, Enzler said. A total of 67 
,Tange operators have indicated they 
intend to carry out range improve- 
ment practices this year, compared 
with 59 in the county in 1940. This 
increase in signup is due to a con- 
certed effort made by the county 
committee to stimulate range build- 
ing practices in El Dorado county.
